sound to require workmen to assum e 
the risk* and to hold employers res­ 
ponsible only in the case of their own 
proven negligence, for the nature of 
modem industries is such that acci­ 
dents are inevitable; that the seeming 
negligence of employes ofttime.- ta not 
negligence at all; and that as accidents 
are incidental to the industries, the in­ 
dustries themselves, and not the em­ 
ployes, should bear the burdens re­ 
sulting therefrom. 
In th*- end society 
must hear the burden of compensation 
for work accidents, and such compen­ 
sation ought to he reduced to a definite 
system and considered in the light of a 
pension, just as the government pen­ 
sions its disabled soldiers.” 
The Commission recommends to the 
33rd Legislature the enactment of a 
comprehensive workman's compensa­ 
tion irw modeled after successful legis­ 
lation of other states and comities, ful­ 
ly set forth in the text of the report.
